DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains tine following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group!, claims 18-26, drawn to a method of making a construction element. 

Group II, claims 1-17, and 27-89, drawn to a construction element. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special 
technical feature of of the invention of Group I is associating a stretched mesh for 
supporting at least one layer of a suitable covering material to a lin extending from one 
end of a reinforcing section bar; positioning the thus associated reinforcing section bar 
and stretched mesh into a molding seat of a suitable appai'atus for molding plastics; 
feeding expandable plastics granules into the molding seat; and expanding and then 
boding together the plastics granules in the molding seat so as to embed the reinforcing 
section bar into a mass of expanded p]~tics having a predetermined shape and to 
maintain the stretched mesh at least in pan substantially flush with the mass of 
expanded plastics. The special technical feature of of the invention of Group II isa self- 
supporting construction element of expanded plastics, comprising: a centnd body, 
substantially parallelepipedic in shape, provided with opposite faces; at least one 
reinforcing section bar transversely extending across the central body between said 
opposite faces and emheddcd ia the exp~ldcd plastics; and a first stretched mesh for 
supporting at least one layer of a suitable covering material, said stretched mesh being, 
associated with a fin of said reinforcing section bar lying flush wilh and substantially 
parallel to at least one of the faces.
